PLAY FINALS 
IN TOURNEY 


Drop Final Game of MVC Tour¬ 
nament To Free<l-Har deman; 
Greer-Richmond On All-MVC 

Action and plenty of it was featur¬ 
ed in the 1 9 3 7 Mississippi Valley 
Conference tournament which was 
held in The University of Tennessee 
Junior College gymnasium Monday 
and Tuesday, March 1 and 2. 

TTie tourney proved to be the most 
successful Va|ley Conference meet in 
the history of the conference, and ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 spectators were 
present to see the games which were 
played in three sessions. 

The seeded combinations were true 
to their rating and came through the 
preliminary contests with ease. In 
the opening game, the top seeded 
Sunflower Junior College quintet 
trounced the Alabama State Teach¬ 
ers five by a 68 to 27 qcore, the sec¬ 
ond seeded FreediHardeBman combi¬ 
nation made the high score of the 
tournament when they smothered the 
Northwest Mississippi Junior College 
Rangers by a 91 to 34 victory, while 
the third-seeded University of Ten¬ 
nessee Junior Vols came though with 
a 58 to 34 triumph over the Bethel 
Corporals. 

In the final and championship con¬ 
test Tuesday night, the Freed-Harde- 
..nan Lions made a sensational sec¬ 
ond half comeback after being dead¬ 
locked 20-20 at the half to sink the 
third seeded Vols by a 51 to 30 
count, as they captured the 1937 Mis¬ 
sissippi Valley Conference trophy. 

Freed-Hardeman displayed the true 
(bampionahip style, and after defeat¬ 
ing the Sunflower Junior College five, 
the first seeded combination and 193S 
Conference champions, 48 to 37, in 
the semi-final game Tuesday after¬ 
noon, they returned for the final 
game with renewed vigor and proved 
to be too powerful for the fighting 
Junior Vols. 

The Junior Vols gained their en¬ 
trance to the final game by defeat¬ 
ing the third rated Lambuth Eagles, 
35 to 33, in the semi-finals. However, 
the host quintet was pressed to the 
limit in subduing Lambuth and trail¬ 
ed the Eagles 17 to 16 at the mid¬ 
way mark. A late rally by James 
Roberts and Mike Richmond conquer¬ 
ed Lambuth. 

Eagle ties Win in Girls’ Division 

Vor the second consecutive time, 
the Lambuth Eaglettes came through 
with the conference trophy in their 
midst. Showing a superior offense and 
defense, the Eaglettes scored an easy 
38 to 21 victory over the Northwest 
[Mississippi Junior College sextet. 
They were leading 23 to 16 at the 
half, and continued with a steady 
pace in the second frame to ring up 
their 1937 Mississippi Valley Confer¬ 
ence championship. 

The strenuous sdmi-finals games on 
Tuesday aftemon left the two fin¬ 
alists In a weakened condition for 
the championship tilt, but it took 
nothing from the spirit of the game. 
Jim Murdaugh was the individual 
star, and he accounted for 15 of the 
victors’ total score. He was also the 
high scorer of the meet, with 76 
points for the three games in which 
he participated. The finalists were 
tied on five occasions, and the cham¬ 
pionship tilt appeared to be a nip 
and tuck affair until the last half 
when the Junior Vols fell behind. 
Mike Richmond scored high for the 
Junior Vols with 11 points, while the 
defensive play displayed by Captain 
Ernest Greer and James Roberts was 
outstanding. 

Following the final game, an all- 
Conference boys’ team was named. 
Because of the lack of entries, an 
all-Conference girls’ team was not 
named. All-Oonference players were: 
Prather, Hicks, and Stone of Sunflow¬ 
er; Price, Murdaugh, and Cox of the 
Freed-Hardeman team; Greer and 
Richmond of the Junior Vols. and 
DeShazzo and Gurley of Lambuth. 

The 1937 Mississippi Valley Con¬ 
ference tournament saw plenty of 
rivalry, but the best possible form of 
sportsmanship was displayed by &J 1 
of the conference teams, and without 
a doubt, the best teams came out on 
top.

If this 
is not given expression, or is 
thwarted and warped, a warped 
personality is liable to result, per¬ 
haps ending in crime as a means 
of self-expression. There is this 
great danger in the methods used 
in bringing up the youth of to¬ 
day.
